Today that number has been tripled, and it is there/ore 
hiffh time that the constitution too* reconsidered and brought up (6 
date. ' 

The constitution is the very basis and backbone of all student 
activity on this campus. As it stands today, and as readers will be. able, 
to see for themselves on this pagei it Is a very well written document, 
giving in short concise articles all the definition and legal background 
a society such as ours may need. In spite of this fact, it Is surely ob- 
vious that the constitution must be reconsidered and brought up to date. 
A number of amendments and sub-amendments have, been submitted 
for today's meeting from the Students' Executive Council and from ihe 
student body at large. These amendments are all designed to give the 
constitution new strength so that in the future all student activities may 
be conducted with the utmost efficiency. - The relative merits of the 
various amendments, particularly those dealing with the quorum of 
Students' Society meetings and representation on the Council will be 
adequately discussed, and all points of view will be given ample tlm^ 
and opportunity to be explained. 

These amendments however, and indeed any reconstruction of the 
constitution, will be entirely worthless. if a mere hundred students turn 
out for the meeting. Wc we feel sure, that without many exceptions, 
students throughout the campus would be furious and indignant. It one 
day every club on the campus was to be suspended, If all social functions 
were to be cancelled, if The Daily, the Forge and the Annual were not 
to appear. All these activities, and many more arc under the direct 
jurisdiction of the Students' Society and through it the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council. In order to carry on the Council needs the opinions 
and reactions of its electors. The rules ■ and regtilatlons governing its 
conduct and the conduct of every organization and activity depend upon 
the Students' Society constitution. 

For the sake of these aclluilicj and 1/ie riffht of flIcGill siudents 
to 0oucni their own af/airs, it is imperative that evcTy student takes 
a great interest in today's meeting.

Ings and one special meeting de- 
voted entirely to the reorganlza- 
lion of the constitution. 

Initial amendments were thus 
drawn up and discussed with the 
University Senate's committee on 
the constitution. That body tenta- 
tively approved the Council-spon- 
sored amendments. The amend- 
ments, along with the old constitu* 
tion were published in The Daily 
two weeks ago when notice for the 
meeting -was given publicly. 

With the publication of the 
amendments several further amend- 
ments and sub-amendments were 
handed In to the Secretary of the 
Students* Society, and subsequent- 
ly published in The Daily. These 
clauses, as well as the Council's 
suggestions \vill be considered at 
the meeting today. 

Student interest has centered 
largely around the changing of the 
quorum and number of signatures 
required for a Studeats' Society 
meeting and ' the increase of the 
number of Students' Executive 
Council which today consists of 
twelve members, lo include unre- 
presented faculties. A further 
amendment proposing the increase 
of the Managing (Board of The 
Daily from three to six has also 
been put forward. 



Sec. (4) Sections a, b, e. Which now 
reads 

(4) Athletics Board. The Students' 
Society shall have three male rep- 
resentatives on this Board. 

(a) President of the Students' So- 
ciety, or in the event of the Presi- 
dent being a woman member of tho 
Society, a male member of the Stu-' 
dents* Executive Council,, nomin* 
atcd by her or elected by the other 
members of the Council. 

(b) The Chairman of the Stu- 
dents* Athletics Council (refer to 
the Constitution of -the Students' 
Athletics Council, Article lU, Sec 
A and Article X, Sec. A). 

(c) One member elected by the 
male members of the Society by 
ballots to hold office for one year.

From "Of ^lice 
and Men", "The Grnpcs of Wrath" and "Tor- 
tilla Flat" to "The Forgotten Village" Steinbeck 
has never ceased to tell tlic world of the fight 
that is waged day in day out between pov- 
erty, superstition and misery and a true ciyili- 
' zation. Unlike "Of Mice and Men", which inci- 
dentally was also made into a. moving picture, 
"The Forgotten Village" gives one an insight, 
not only into tlic squallor of poverty but also 
into llic genuine attempts of the civilized or 
truly civilized world to help change the status 
quo. 

After the picture was made in Mexico, a 
book was puhii;licfl showing fome of tlic stills 
of sliols taken on location, and telling the story 
of the film in a few simple words. Tliis liook 
itself is a most interesting document and ex- 
perience. The film should prove to be oven more 
interesting. 

It is very rare that Holywood has the courage 
to show a picture of life as it really is, and not 
the way movie-land would have the bourgeoisie 
of the world think it is. There is no group of 
.ignornmi that is so gullible as the middle-class, 
and thus if is a good thing to be brought back 
to earth by the same medium that would have 
us wander through the palaces of ovcr-sexcd 
raovic queens and leering movie cavaliers every 
time we enter n theatre. — C. W.

From the Sea Shore 

—Way up North 

(This siory was received off the C.U.P. wires from 
Winnipeg from a C.U.P. reporter covering musk-ox op- 
erations at Chtirchill.) 



It doesn't take a university stud- 
ent to build an igloo. But is does 
take a univcrsityman to tell you 
when conditions arc favorable for 
comfortable igloo sleeping and that 
Job is up to the meteorologist. Here 
at base headquarters of operation 
musk-ox. in Churchill Manitoba 
scientific graduate class of 1943. 
now musk-ox moving force me- 
teorological officer Gord McKay 
and your correspondent spent Fri- 
day, night in a home made Igloo Just 
outside of this camp. McKay's fore- 
cast of wind chill a computation on 
the temperature and wind indicated 
that conditions could be favorable 
for bunking out despite the Uier- 
momctcr twenty-eight below read- 
ing. And he- was right, for loon 
after digging ourselves in for the 
night it became evident that the 
sleeping bags used and which will 
be taken along on the thirty one 
hundred mile trek to Edmonton 
leaving February fourteenth pro- 
vide ample warmth for men clad 
only in pajamas. 

Igloos will be constructed on the 
exercise whenever weather condi- 
tions prevent the usuage of tents. 

The mctcological department on 
the expedition is one of the most 
important yet least publicized scrv> 
ices. The "met" as the weather of- 
fice is known here, serves in the 
words of officer McKay two main 
purposes. 

"Firstly the moving force will 
rely on information released from 
the base and from stations at Ycl- 
lowknife, . Norman Weils and out- 
posts en-route radioed twice daily 
besides accurate reports and weath- 
er maps dropped by the daily sup* 



ply planes. Secondly it^will aid the 
planes flying out to the expedition." 
The mpteorological oul,tit_ will also 
obtain scientific data on the aurora 
and will test the quality density 
moisture content and types and 
numbers of layers of snow with 
accurate equipment designed es- 
pecially for musk-ox and of which 
llfere are only two in existence in 
some cases. With these instruments 
wo will be able to determine the 
best ground for the snowmobiles" 
Cord McKay continued. 

"Other ■ apparatus and methods 
will be employed but at present it 
is confidential for their character- 
istics arc not yet completely 
known." In peace time the results 
of tests taken on this expedition 
will be of tremendous value. A 
great number of weather stations 
in Canada's far north will be able 
for instance to supply weather 
forecasts for Winnipeg days ahead. 
"You'll be able to plan that Sun- 
day picnic on n previous Tuesday 
or if inclement weather is In the 
offing yoii would bo prepared to 
arrnnRe an evening of cards." said 
base meteorologist in charge W. C 

Thurber, tiimsclf a science graduate 
of the university of Saskatchewan, 

class of 1032, "but you need trained 
university men. All of us here have 
attended universities prior to our 
meteorological training at the uni- 
versity of Toronto. There's Johpny 
Lauder of the university of Ma- 
nitoba who took science with the 
class of 1937, and Wilf Stewart, who 
is the of Manitoba's 1040 science 
graduates. Both arc of the opinion 
that "you hove to attend, univer- 
sity to get his Job" Wolt Fryers 



who obtained his B.Sc. at the U. of 
Manitoba in 1939 thinks that 
"science today should be stressed 
more than ever in tho educational 
institutions of Canada." We cannot 
live without science today," he con- 
tinued, that it is the logical thing 
for Canada to do develop the north 
in all possible ways. There arc tre- 
mendous opportunities here in all 
fields. As for myself I would sin- 
cerely like to continue with me- 
teorlogy at Toronto when wc 
finish this Job in Moy. 

McKay and Manitoba's musk-ox 
meteorologists are Ihus setting the 
way for Canada's peace time weath- 
er stations, a link in the natlonj 
post-war prosperity. 

"Co-eds in the near future may 
soon be seen sporting furless coats 
during the winter months". Such 
Is the opinion of Bqms. George 
Stevens of Toronto of operation 
musk-ox. Although of course the 
Idea is purely experimental. The 
men of musk-ox unlike the gold 
prospectors of the 1880's whose out- 
fit consisted of fleece lined under- 
wear corduroy pants, maklnaw 
shirt,, high boots, and a knee length 
coat, will carry on their trip 
through the Arctic everyUiing from 
string vests to parka coats on which 
the only fur is on the hood. 

Col. J. T. Wilson, deputy director 
of the exercise. Is trying out one of 
the nylon parkas at the base. The 
coat which is made* of a very dur- 
able material on the inside also 
has oh inner liner which may be 
removed if the occupant feels too 
warm. "The development of this 
idea may save killing thousands of 
animals in the north" suggested 
Wilson in an interview Saturday, 
who continued that "it might even 
prove worthy for a large civilian 
market." 

However, at present the musk-ox 
moving force will wear the parkas 
not designed in the nylon material 
but of another artificial furless 
composition. ' 

Perhaps girls you should there- 
fore wait until next winter for the 
new coat

AMENDMENTS 

Editor, McGlU Daily, , 
Montreal. 

Dear Sin, I wonder if the gen- 
eral student body at McGill is 
aware of the implications of some 
very impracticable amendments in- 
spired by a 'certain political Woup.' 
Amendment to the Constitution, 
Article 8, recommends in effect 
that the Student's Executive Coun- 
cil be bound constitutionally to 
summon itself three limes a year, 
without a quorum, to be cross ex- 
amined by any pressure group that 
desires to do so. This amendment, 
if adopted would in my opitllon, 
be tantamount to placing a parti- 
san noose around the neck, not 
only of the S.E.C, but of the Stu- 
dent's Society itself. Thus the 
Council would bo under a perman- 
ent threat of strangulation. No 
Council could or would care to do 
business under such circumstances. 
This amendment if adopted could 
result In the end of representative 
student government at McGllt. The 
real issue before the students who 
will vote on this amendment to- 
morrow, as I see it is this . . . whe- 
ther they wish the Campus to be 
run by their elected represcnla- 
llvcs, of all faculties, or by .any 
pressure group ... if you like, 'a 
certain political group.' 

The suggestion that all meetings 
of the Student's Executive Coun- 
cil, be open to student observers 
(presumably any number, attend- 
ing ^without invitation). Is at least 
absurd. Ordinary meetings of the 
S.E.C, now last from four to six 
hours. Anyone who had ever been 
In the Board Room of the Union 
when a full meeting of the S.E.C. 
Is in session, can Imagine what it 
would be liko if you bad soy twen- 
ty or thirty student 'observers.' 
standing around during the ses- 
sion. 

A further amendment suggests 
that a Student Society Meeting may 
be called at • the written request 
of SO students, and that 200 stu- 
dents shall ^constitute a quorum for 
such a meeting. This amendment 
if passed would be a boon for pe- 
tition pushers at least But could 
a motion passed by just over one 
hundred students be justly Inter- 
preted as representing the opinion 
of almost 60007 

On the other hand, the recom- 
mendation of ISOO signatures and 
500 quorum seems rather high, and 
would make the calling of Society 
meetings most difficult There 
should bo a happy medium some- 
where and to date the amendment 
of the Engineering .Undergraduate 
Society Executive seems to be the 
best one. But 300 would probably 
be a more satisfactory quorum. - 

At any event today's meeting of 
the Student's Society is no doubt 
the most Important meeting that 
has been called for a long time, 
and it Is to be hoped that all stu- 
dents Interested "in future -student 
government at McGIII, will be pre- 
sent.

Open letter to the Students Soc- 
iety: 

Since the appearance of the 
amendments to the Constitution, a 
great number of sub-amendments 
and counter amendments have been 
published in The Dally. À knowl- 
edge ot the personality ot the pro- 
posers and of the campus politics 
involved is nii interesting back- 
ground to study the implications 
of these proposals. Some of the 
suggestions are merely a clarifica- 
tion of termsr several of these, 
however, have a deliberate pur- 



pose: either an attempt to restrict 
student activity or a plan to sub- 
ject this social awareness to the 
control of one (or two) faculties. 

Of these latter, four articles arc 
primarily involved: Article 6 Sec- 
tion 1)— The representation from 
undergraduate faculties. The Stud- 
ents' Society is an associ.ntion of 
undergraduates formed to exercise 
general control of tho undergrad- 
uate activities... 

The SEC amendment, that the 
rcprcscntntives from the ' facuUics 
should not be limited to the tradi- 
tional five representing Medicine, 
Engineering, Arts and Science. Law 
and Dentistry, is a recognition of 
the principle that each faculty has 
a definite contribution to moke to 
campus life and activities in gen- 
erol. This participation by each 
faculty is on the basis of its type 
of study, of students and its in- 
terests' generally. Obviously this is 
a qualitative contribution that can- 
not be measured by the number of 
participants but rather by the value 
of their addition to the character 
of the campus; it is this person- 
allly that identifies McGill in the 
community, in the country and 
abroad. 

The EnRlncering Undergraduate 
Society Amendment: 

Also the LPP Amendment: It Is 
suggested that the faculties of En- 
gineering and of Arts and Science 
be allowed two representatives 
each on the SEC. This would be 
assuring their large faculties a con- 
trol of campus policy In proportion 
to their number ot students. The 
Arts and Science Faculty is defin- 
itely the nucleus of all campus life; 
it sets the standard, ot McGlll's In- 
tellectuel contribution to the coun- 
try's culture. But that the Engineer- 
ing faculty should bo considered in 
the same light, is against all good 
judgment; it is the faculty on this 
campus most devoted and designed 
for specialization, the bane of the 
twentieth century;, when its prod- 
ucts are allowed à major rolo in 
determining policy.^ 

The representative principle 
should be one member of the SEC 
for each faculty.
